to six months, and those of the other 
directors of the American Railway 
union from six months to three. The 
sentences are now as the court origin- 
ally imposed them. 
The prisoners 


were sentenced to the terms fixed 
Tuesday in two cases—one brought by 
the United States and the other by the 
Santa Fe railroad, but the judge made 
the sentences concurrent to begin and 
end at the same time. Later on the sen- 
tences in each case were made cumula- 
tive, one to begin when the other ended, 
for technical reasons, in order that the 
cases might be brought before the su- 
preme court As the court only wished 
to punish the men for the length of 
time prescribed, he has all along been 
intending to make the sentences as 
originally imposed. 


"It is not my intention," said he 


Tuesday morning, "to have it said that 
I punished these men for acts commit- 
ted during the strike. My intention 
was to punish them for contempt, and 
for that I believe six months for Debs 
and three months for each of the others 
an ample sentence."
